There was, however, 8 specific quantity of arms removed from the értilleria 
Cuartel on 2 April which have not yet been located. 


3. The arms taken from the Cuartel included 180 Reising machine guns, 350 Mauser 
vifles remodeled into carbines, and 20 cases of ammunition. The material 


wag teken in two trucks under the orders of Colonel Edgar Cardona, Coste 
Ricen Minister of War.
